CANADA’S PACIFIC 
PORT 


'| GROWTH OF RELATIONS WITH 


THE ORIENT 


VANCOUVER'S TRADE 


The latest official bulletin issued 
by the Port of Vancouver makes 
good reading, says the “Financial 
Times.” During the period it covers, 
from the opening of July 31, 1029, 
584 morc vessels entered Vancouver 
harbour than during the correspond- 
ing period’ of 1928. Total exporta 
for the seven months show o gain 
of 217,152 tons, making a total cargo 
Increase ot both imports and exports 
of 433,612 tons, 

Fifty different steamship lines now 
serve to carry Canadian products via 
the Pacifie port to every continent, 
Scheduled sailings are maintained to 
the important Atlantic ports of 
North America, and there are direct 
shipping connections with Europe, 
Asia, Africa and Australia, 

Ina period when other big ports had 
dificulty in maintaining their pre-War 
volume of trade, traffic through Van- 
couver has experienced stendy growth, 
During ‘the past year the total trade 
of the port had a value of $260,000,000, 
and its future as a groin shipping 
centre is limited only by the ever ex: 
panding freilities for the production of 
wheat and other grain crops in Alberta 
and the western section of Snskatche- 
wan. 

Oriental Business 


Situalec on the terminals of ‘tho 
trans-Continental railroads, and facing 
hina end Japan at o distance of about 
4,WUU miles, Vancouver constitutes the 
Uominion’s largest trading centre 
with the Orient, growth of trado 
between the two bozders of the Pacific 
will become an increasing factor in 
Vancouver's prosperity, 

The rapidly increasing ‘volume of 
trade between Canada ond the Orient 
may be seen from figures for cach five 
year period, which show approximate- 
ly 86 per cent. increase over the 
preceding period, The trade for the 
fiseal year 1929 is 60 per cent. greater 
than the average annual trade for 
1924-28, 

In the period 1909- 13 Canada’s avor- 
age annual trade with China, Japan 
and Hong Kong amounted to $5,910, 
467; 1014-18, $11,022,538; 1919-23, 
$31,804,745; 1924-23, $00, 071,281; 1929, 
$04, 263,449, 

Tt has to be borno in mind thet there 
has been a very marked rise in prices 
since 1913, and as a result, the figures 
show a greater increaae in the valuo 
of exports and imports than is war- 
ranted by the actual increase in 
volume. Nevertheless, when due re- 
gard is tnken of tits fact, the remark. 
able expansion ‘sf trade: between 
Canada and the Orient is illustrated. 

In recent years Jnpan has adopted 
Western customs and methods of 
trading. The Japnneae have come to 
use wheat to a much greater extent, 
nnd, since they have a population of 
83,500,000 distributed over an area of 
460,000 square miles, there is not ‘a 
grent decl of agricultural Innd avail. 
able for wheat cultivation. 

The resulting tendency is shown by 
the fact that in 1927 Japan grow 
29,448,000 bushels of wheat and im- 
ported 17,139,000 bushels—6,500,000 
came from Canada. Besides wheat, 
there were 621,892 barrels of wheat 
flour shipped to Japan from Canada, 

In the same year wood pulp 
to the value 
imported, and of 
supplied 36.3 per cent; lead 
amounted to $7,212,000, of which 
Canada’s share was 55 per cent. total 
rine waa $4,426,000 snd Canada con. 
tributed 45 per cent. These itema 
give some idea of the type of Canada’s 
trade with Japan. 


Future Development 

In-the future the buying power of 
Asia ‘will be an increasing factor in 
world commerce. Trade with the 
countries of the Pacific will 
be an important element in 
the import and export commerce 
of ‘all parts of the world. In 
that day the port of Vancouver will 
play a prominent .part in trade with 
tho Orient and no small part upon the 
stage of international commerce. 

Already Canada is moving. The 
appointment of Mr, Herbert Marler 
as the Dominion’s Minister to “Japan 
exemplifies the Federsl Government's 
renlisation of the. prospects, and the 
Canadian Chamber ‘of Commerce pro- 
poses to send a delegation of its mem- 
bers to the Orlent next year. 

The Canadian Pacific has a fast 
linor service: between Vancouver and’ 
the Orient, and the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha (Japan Mail. Steamship Com- 
pany) has four liners and two freigh- 
ters in operation. In December this 
company’s liner “Siberia Maru” will 
start on this run and will be followed 
by the “Korea Maru” in the spring. 
Later fn the summer three 10,000-ton 
motor liners, ordered e: specially for the 
Vancouver service will. coma’ into 
oporation, enabling the Nippon Yusen 
Kaishu to replace the old, tonnage with 
larger ea faster. “vensels, .

300 industrial concerns.

SUCCESSFUL PRODUCTION OF 
“THE GEISHA” . 
ne 

“RATHER: A ROLD STEP" 
“Ta producing “The Geisha” the 
Philharmonic Soelety took rather 
& bold step, ‘The pedigree of what 
may loosely be termed “musical 
playa” occurred in the Seventies 
and Fighties with Gilbert and 
Sullivan. Thelr quality slowly 
waned through what is generally 
called “Musical Comedy” until the 
apogee was reached in the modern 
Revue. The decline was marked 
by a cheapening of the music— 
Messager perhaps alone excepted 
—and by a steady deteriorisation 
of plot and ‘libretto, until one ar- 
rives at modern Revue, a mass of 
Musie-Hall turns,; which delight 
by the nudity of the form or by 
the indelicacy of the words, but 
by little else. The “Geisha,” of 
1896 vintage, was one of the 
earlier of tha musical comedies, 
It still retained a shadow of a 
plot in the first act, which becomes 
so thin in the second act that the 
farcical’ denouement of . the mis- 
taken marriage merely signifies 
that “it is time for the curtain to 
fall, and that this is the quickest 
way out!" 

As “The Geisha” is a play of 


such a type, it is obvious that to]. 


many people it must be regarded 
as beneath contempt, especially if 
they lay claim to cultivated musi- 
cal intelligence. Others, who re- 
gard the shows of yesteryear as| 
mere nasty. moisture compared 
with the dew of to-day, will vote 
the plece’ out of date, and leave 
it at that. There are many, how- 
ever, who regard pretty faces, and 
tuneful singing, with a pleasant 
background, mellowed by a little 
mirth, as an excellent evening's 
amusement, Frankly I am one of 
them, and it is for this type of 
person that I write this criticism. 
I am neither a cultured musician 
nor na. disgruntled reject. 

The Posstbilities 


Many people in this world can 
sing, and some, who say they 
know, tell us there be many such 
in this Colony. Unfortunately 
many owners of good voices are 
entirely deatitute of the histrionic 
capability, and can only be heard 
to advantage at concerts. We 
have also many people who can 
act, as. witness “Kismet,” “St. 
Joan," and many other A.D.C. suc- 
cesses, But few there Le who 
ean both sing and act; and it 
would be absurd to expect the 
Philharmonic to do more than 
present the best avnilable falent, 
polished to the utmost. How can 
one demand artistes who would at 
once find admittance to 1 London 
‘cast? They put before the public 
such talent as is available in the 
Colony, and I,. for one, marvel at 
the success they achieve. 

The Principals 

Mrs. Bowes Smith has a beau- 
tiful voice which perhaps ty too 
operatic for the music allotted to 

“QO Mimoga San.” It was rather 
as if one asked ‘a nightingale to 
‘give an {mitation of a swallow 
twittering under the eaves! J do 
not think, however, that there is 
any other person in the Colony, who 
from the point of both singing and 
acting could have Interpreted the 
part better, Those whose per- 
sonality could* have @atisfied In 
entirety the dramatic requirements 
of the part, would have found the 
mausical difficulties beyond their 
capacity, for obviously more than 
an ordinary drawing-room singer 
4s demanded. While those who 
could have dealt adequately, with 
the music, seem, with the excep- 
tion of Mrs. Bowes Smith, to lack 
entirely the dramatic requirements 
for which the part calls. She has 
made, in this play, a definite ad- 
_ vance In her acting (an advance 
which has been, if slow, ‘definite- 
Jy steady); ‘and I am confident that 
the role could not Here have found 
a more capable exponent. ss

BOY SCOUTS 
[To the Editor of the “China Mail") 

Sir,—In connection with the Coming- 
ot-Age concert to he given by the Boy 
Scouts’ Association at the Theatre 
Royal on Saturday, some details re- 
garding the new training contre at 
Saiwan Bay may be of general inter- 
est, 

Since the inception of Scouting in 
the Colony some years ago, it has al- 
ways been found that, although great 
keanness has been shown by the vari- 
ous Scoutmasters and instructors, in 
many cases some of the finer points 
in Scouting have at times been missed, 

In Britain and the Colonies where 
scouting is definitely on a very big 
fouting, pormanent training camps 
fur Scouters and prospective Scout- 
masters have been introduced. Theso 
training courses have been divided in 
suitable grades for elementary and ad- 
vanced Scouting, and have proved to 
he benefictal to all concerned.
